JAPAN. 


YOKOHAMA. 

The Pacific mail steamer Alaska arrived at San Francisco on 
the 16th Feb., bringing Yokohama advices to the 24th of 
January. The subjoined summary of news has been telegraphed 
to the New York press :— 

The Chinese officials at Foochow still affect to hold authority 
over Lew Chew, notwithstanding the renunciation by the central 
Government of Peking. A messenger from Lew Chew to Foo- 
chow has been compelled, with the crew of his ship, to perform 
submissive ceremonies at the Custom-house of that port. This 
course, if persisted in, will certainly lead to complications be- 
tween China and Japan, as the latter empire declares she will no 
more permit the Chinese to humiliate its subjects than Formosa 
savages to slaughter them with impunity. A rumour is in circu- 
lation of a ight in Formosa between the Chinese and the savages. 

The steamships recently purchased by the Japanese Govern- 
ment for transporting troops to Formosa, &c., are to be used to 
establish a regular mail line between Yokohama ‘and Shanghai. 
A steamer will be despatched weekly, commencing February 
3 with the Tokio Maru. The ports touched at will be Kobe, 
Simonoseki and Nagasaki. 

It has been determined that in the approaching treaty revision 
the Japanese Government will waive for the present the question 
of territorial jurisdiction ; but will strenuously insist upon as- 
— entire control of the tariff, the right to which is now 
denied by British representatives. 

The iron steamer Berlin, lately running between ports on the 
Inland Sea, under Japanese management, has been destroyed by 
fire. The crew and passengers are reported lost. No particu- 
lars have been received. 

Two subordinate officers of the Foreign-office have been sent 
to Siam to investigate the expediency of establishing diplomatic 
and commercial ‘aleikon with that kingdom. 

The Japanese. Envoy to Korea returns to that country next 
month with important proposals from the Government. 

A semi-official announcement is made that in May next the 
Japanese Government will call in all the kinsatsu, or old style 
paper money, and replace it with new Treasury notes. 

The English and French troops, so long maintained at Yoko- 
hama in defiance of the wishes of the Japanese Government, are 
now making preparations for immediate departure.

wah NAGASAKI. 

On the lst January the administration of the Post-office, 
hitherté conducted by the American Government, was transferred 
te the Japanese Authorities. The new Post-office has been 
erected on the corner of a lot to the north of the custom-honse, 
and is two stories high. The front entrance is guarded by a wall 
and fancy railing, and on ascending a few steps the visitor 
enters the lobby. On the right hand are boxes for foreigners, 
and on the left a similar number for the natives, all numbered 
in plain figures. Two letter receptacles are also underneath the 
delivery windows. At the extreme end of the lobby are doors 
leading into the general distributing-room, which is about 32 by 
40 feet and 15 feet from the floor to the ceiling. Adjoining this 
apartment is the private office of the foreign conductor, and on 
the left an office for the Japanese officials. A winding staircase 
leads to the upper storey which consists, of commodions private 
chambers and consultation rooms. Although the building is 
not quite finished, still it is sufficiently so to permit of business 
- being conducted. 

On the 26th Dec., while the German man-of-war Arcona was 
leaving the harbour, she collided with the steamship Vanzing, 
wt as away the taffrail, stern-davits, and a portion uv. the 
upper deck. Immediately after the collision a boat was lowered 
from the war vessel and sent back to the Manzing for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining the extent of damage done. It was a for- 
tunate circumstance she was not more in the way, or it might 
have disabled her from going to sea for some time tocome. It 
is thought the Arconw did not answer her helm properly. 

Of late the weather has become rather chilly in Nagasaki, 
necessitating the plentiful use of stoves. On the 28th Dec. the 
first snow shower of the season fell, it was nothing more than a 
sprinkling, however, but it may be taken as an indication that 
the depth of winter is approaching. 

Christmas Day was well observed at Nagasaki, both ashore 
and afloat. The vessels in the harbour, says the Sun, were 
neatly decorated with foliage from the neighbouring hills. Of 
course it was a free day for the sailors, and numbers being 
ashore, found their way to the grog-shops, in the absence of a 
Temperance Hall. Sundry free tights between seamen of diffe- 
rent nationalties were the result, and some of the men of the 
Mosquito, who have behaved themselves in a very creditable way 
during their stay in Nagasaki, with a few exceptions, lost all 
control over themselves, and went so far as to threaten to pull 
down the Garibaldi Hotel about the ears of the landlord.

PEKING AND TIENTSIN. 
The correspondent of the North China Herald writes as 
follows :— 


A memorial in the Peking Guzetie of 15th December shows 
that the Chinese still maintain a semblance of suzerainty in their 
relations with Loochew, although the Japanese have formall 
taken the islands under their protection. True, the junk swith 
tribute arrived at Foochow at the end of last year, before the 
Formosan difficulty arose ; but a year before that it had been 
officially intimated to foreign Powers that the Sovereign of the 
islands had been reduced to the position of an ex-daimio and as- 
signed a residence at Yedo, The departure of the junk on her 
return voyage is now noticed ; and according to precedent, the 
duties on Chinese merchandise shipped by hes have been re- 
mitted. In acknowledgment of the graciousness of the “ Sacred 
Ruler” to the men from afar, however, the Envoy, followed by 
his attendant officials and the crew of the junk, has had to per- 
form the ceremony of the kotow at the Custom-house ! 

In the Gazette of the 24th December an edict announces the 
appointment of Chung-how, one of the chiefs of the Tsung-le 

amun, to fill the post of Right Vice-President of the Board of 
Finances, in addition to that of Vice-President of the Board of 
War. A decree in the Gazette of the 18th December, as I have 
already written to you, appointed Paou Keun, one of the chiefs 
of the Tsung-le Yamun, a Minister of State. In the Cuzette of 
the following day another decree appoints him a chief of the 
Board of Magistracy ; and at an audience on that day he pre- 
sents his thanks for the former appointment. 

In my last letter I mentioned that the Prince Tun, one of the 
uncles of the Emperor, had been, by Imperial decree on the 
14th December, appointed to represent his Majesty at the Tem- 
ple of Heaven, on the observance of the sacriticial ceremonies 
at the winter solstice. In a decree in the Gazette of the 22nd 
December it is stated that for the purpose of thoroughly re- 
establishing his health his Majesty will abstain from the trans- 
action of public business till the 11th of the 2nd moon of next 
Chinese year (our middle of March, 1874); and in the Gazette 
of 24th December it is announced that the Empresses Dowager 
will meantime represent his Majesty.

The minutes of the French Municipal Council meeting of 22nd 
December are largely of a routine character, although at the 
same time they form a report of useful municipal activi 
Various proposals of the Committee of Works were approved, 
relative to the carrying out of the system of drainage, the plant- 
ing of trees, the neal of the Yangkingpang bund, &c. An 
application by jinricksha owners, that wheelbarrows should 
be placed under the same restrictions and regulations with 
their vehicles, and a letter from the other Municipal Coun- 
cil, relative to the reconstruction of Yankingpang bridge No. 4, 
aud the rectification of the line of the Creek bund, were 
referred to the delegates of both Councils for arrangement. The 
Council decided to appoint an arbitrator to act with one nomi- 
nated by Mr. Hanssen in settling terms for a piece of land re- 
quired for widening the Rue du Consulat. It was resolved to 
submit to the chief engineer of the fire department certain pro- 
posals by Mr. Viguier, harbourmaster, regarding signals in case 
of tire in the anchorage. The Chairman was uested to ad- 
dress the Belgian Minister, with a view to obtaining the return 
of documents deposited at the Belgian Consulate as proofs in the 
Godaert case. 

__A very serious accident has occurred on the river in the sink- 
ing of a Chinese passage boat by collision with the steamer 
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Europe, involving an estimated loss of fifteen lives. The Hurope 
was coming to an anchor below the harbour limits about 7 p.m., 
and her engines had been stopped some few minutes, preparatory 
to letting go the anchor. Miscalculating their position probably 
in the darkness, and misjudging the force of the tide, the boat 

ple rashly attempted to cross her bows, and their boat came 
mto collision with the starboard bow of the steamer, or with the 
descending anchor, and was at once sunk. A boat was immedi- 
ately lowered from the steamer, in charge of the second officer, 
and picked up two of the unfortunates before they were carried 
astern of the ship. Ten others were recovered, but although the 
boat pulled some distance down the river and a careful search 
was made, no more could be found. One of the rescued was in 
an insensible state, and though every effort was made to restore 
animation when the vessel was reached, it proved in vain. Dr. 
Burge was sent for, but before he could arrive the man was qnite 
dead. The people saved were all passengers, and they state that 
seeing the danger, they advised the lowdah of the boat to put 
about, but he replied “ No fear ; I can cross her bow.” 

We regret to hear of another outrage on a foreign resident, 
by a rowdy Chinese. Asa European lady and gentleman were 
setting out for an afternoon walk, and were about turning into 
the Foochow from the Szechuen-road towards the Bund, a China- 
man jostled them and suddenly struck the lady across the eye, 
inflicting a severe wound. He then ran away, and succeeded in 
escaping from his pursuer, the lady’s husband, who was divided 
between the necessity of attending to the sufferer and the desire 
to secure the fellow. Unfortunately there were no police in the 
vicinity.

NINGPO. 

‘There has been an occurrence at this port which has caused 
intense excitement among the Chinese population. It appears 
that three natives were engaged in some occupation at a distance 
of about three miles from the west gate, when they were fiercely 
attacked by a tiger, the animal’s onslaught being so sudden that 
escape was impossible. One of the unfortanate men was killed 
on the spot, and the other two seriously wounded ; but while 
the animal was occupied with the dead body of their late com- 

ion, these managed to make good their escape, and hastened 
into the city. The circumstance was reported to the Che-hien 
on the following morning, and he at once ordered out a detach- 
ment of two hundred braves, to endeavour to capture the animal 
or destroy it. The detachment scoured the adjacent country, 
and fortunately found the tiger about two miles from the north 
gate, when it was shot dead by one of their number. They re- 
turned with their prize to the city im the evening, and ite ap- 
pearance excited the utmost curiosity. In size it is said to be as 
“large as a full-grown donkey,” and it is beautifully striped. 
Speculation is rife as to how such an animal could have found its 
way through so populous a region as that surrounding Ningpo, 
in which “the existence of wild beasts has been unknown pro- 
bably for very many years. 


HONG KONG. 

Onr advices by the present mail extend te the 2ist January ; 
the French mail from London Dec. 4 was received on the 17th 
Jan., and the following P. and O. mail of Dec. t2 arrived out on 
the 19th January. The following items of news are from the 
China Mad :— 

The appointment of Mr. MacLeam as Travelling Inspector of 
the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank has given undoubted satis- 
faction to the shareholders, but it would be idle to assume that 
a similar feeling is entertained regarding the appointment of one 
of the late directors to the post temporarily of sub-manager in 
London. We have received several communications on the suab- 
ject, and, so far as we understand, the main objection is one of 
principle. An unusually depressed state of trade and excep- 
tionally ill fortune during the past few years have combined to 
render the Bank’s operations less profitable than heretofore, and 
of necessity the directors are debited with a certain amount of 
responsibility for the result. However little they may deserve 
distrust it is felt, even by their best friends, that it would have 
been better to select some gentleman not hitherto identified 
with the management for the vacant post at home. On 
the other hand, we can see much to make the advice and 
aid of one who has been a successful business man in Hong 
Kong of value, and it is quite credible that the directors 
thought more of that than of the outcry which, under the pecu- 
liar circumstances of the case, might be raised. Mr. Rowett has 
earned a good character in the Council for independence of 
thought, and a refusal to allow personal feelings to restrain him 
from adverse comment when he deemedjit necessary, and there 
is no reason to suppose he would act in another way ina new 
position. The directors have probably made a mistake in select- 
Ing one of themselves, but they might have done worse as re- 
gards the selection individually. It remains to be seen how the 
appointment will be viewed by outside shareholders, but we sus- 
pect they will pretty much with the opinions expressed by 
the more moderate section of the resident shareholders. 

The directors of the Hong Kong, Canton, and Macao Steam- 
boat;Com (Limited) have issued the following Report to the 
ordinary half-yearly meeting of shareholders :— 
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The accounts herewith presented show that, after paying commis- 
sions, running expenses, salaries, premia of insurance, repairs, and all 
other outgoings to the 31st December, and including $1,525.28, brought 
forward from the last account, there remains a profit of $58,101.64, 
which, they trust, will be found satisfactory, considering the depression 
of trade in general and the events which have affected the working of 
the company. The directors recommend that this amount should be 
distributed as follows, viz.: to pay a dividend at the rate of six per 
cent. on the paid up capital for the half-year, $36,000, to their own re- 
muneration $9,500. leaving $19,601.64 to be carried forward to a new 
account. 

In reviewing the period covered by this Report, the directors regret 
to have to state that the Spark, while on her voyage from Canton to 
Macao on the 22nd August, was taken forcible possession of by a band 
of pirates, who were on board disguised as passengers. They killed the 
captain, mate, and purser, and several of the crew, severely wounding 
many others. The directors offered a reward of $2,000 on behalf of the 
company for the apprehension of the pirates, and they have to state 
that one pirate has been convicted and hanged in Hong Kong, and 
several have been beheaded in Canton. They have taken measures to 
guard any such surprises by increasing the number of Europeans on 
board and the efficiency of the armament of each boat, and have issued 
strict orders to all commanders regarding the discipline to be observed. 
The White Cloud was, after the piracy, placed on the Canton and Macao 
line until she was lost in the typhoon of the 22nd September. The 
circumstances attending the loss of this steamer have become known 
through the public papers. The Marine Court of Enquiry held 
here blamed both the captain and chief officer, and they are 
no longer in the Company’s employ. The steamer was valued at 
$71,000, and insured for $30,000. It has been found to the interest of 
all concerned to salve the machinery, boilers, &c., and then dispose of 
the wreck by auction. The Company’s interest in the property salved, 
together with the amount recoverable from the insurers, is estimated 
at $40,000, and is included in the assets; the balance, or loss, of 
$31,000 has been carried to debit of Depreciation Account. To replace 
the White Cloud tenders were invited for the construction of a new 
hull, with joiner’s work and everything complete, with the exception 
of machinery, boilers, and furniture. The directors, after consultation 
with Mr. McMurdo, Marine Surveyor, decided to accept the offer of the 
Patent Slip and Dock Company for $50,000 as the cheapest and best. 
The keel has been laid, and the vessel is expected to be ready in five 
months. Besides the loss of the White Cloud, typhoon damages to the 
Powan, Poyang, and the Company's wharf at Hong Kong to the extent 
of $5,000 have been paid for, and included in the accounts now pre- 
sented. Repairs to the wharf, estimated at about $3,500, are still 
going on. Of the repairs to the Poyang, about $900 will be recovered 
from the underwriters. 

In consequence of opposition on the Canton line, the Powan has been 
run as a night boat, and the directors have deemed it expedient to dis- 
continue the subsidy of $2,500 per month to Mr. Quok Acheong, and 
have notified him accordingly, offering to allow him $1,000 per month 
for six months longer. He has not accepted this offer, and has pro- 
posed a continuance of the agreement for $1,800 per month, which 
the directors have not acceded to, trusting that the efficiency and re- 
gularity with which the company has hitherto conducted the service 
will warrant the support of the public against all opposition. 

The directors regret that ill health hus compelled their chairman, 
Mr. George F. Heard, to resign his seat at the Board; Mr. Richard 
Rowett has also resigned in consequence of leaving China. The 
directors have nominated Mr. Albert F. Heard and Mr. Adolf Andre 
to fill the vacancies in the Board, which nomination will have to be 
confirmed at the meeting. 

The Bishop of Victoria pu on the 20th February to open 
a day school in connection with and on the premises known as 
St. Paul’s College. The teachers will, we are informed, be Mr. 
A. J. May, late assistant master of St. John’s College, Hurst- 
pier-point, Sussex, England, and Mr. Kwan Yun Fat, formerly 
assistant master in the Government Central School in this colony, 
who will be aided by two Chinese assistants. The number of 
-pupils will for the present be limited to forty, but they will be 
taken from all nationalities, Chinese and non-Chinese, provided 
only they belong to respectable families. They must, moreover, 
bring a certificate that they have studied Chinese in some school 
for the period of at least one year. As regards the course of in- 
struction, it will, we are informed, embrace the ordinary branches 
of an English education, with the addition of Chinese. There 
will of course be daily instruction in the Christian Scriptures. 

With much regret we record the death of Mr. Leonardo 
d’Almada e Castro, late chief clerk in the Colonial Secretary’s 
office, and Clerk of the Councils, Mr. d’Almada e Castro was 
age clerk in 1843, and entered the public service in the 
office of the Chief Superintendent of British Trade in China in 
1837. The deceased gentleman was widely known, and deser- 
vedly respected, even outside his immediate circle of friends, for 
his urbanity and willingness to oblige. 

Mr. Justice Snowden has been engaged in the investigation 
of an interpleader suit of Ho Asam v. Leung Shing. The action 
arose in connection with the discovery and raising of the launch 
Early Bird. The plaintiff, while raising the barque Corea, dis- 
covered the launch first and had the place buoyed. Meantime 
the defendant entered into a contract with Messrs. Hook and Co. 
to raise her for $500. The plaintitf put in a claim as original 
salvor, and Messrs. Hook and Co. paid the amount in dispute 
into Court. After hearing a deal of evidence, judgment was 
given in favour of the plaintiff for $250 ; the remaining sum was 
diel ies to the defendant, the subsequent salvor an finally 
raised her. 
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The Supreme Court has been again engaged with the case of 
Yow Yuk Hung »v. Tse Kai Tung. After the case was completed 
on both sides, the counsel for each made an able address to the 
Court. After his lordship’s summing up and laying down the 
law of the case, the special jury returned a verdict for the de- 
fendant with costs. 

A gentleman who represeuts the Calcutta Opera Troupe has 
come to Hong Kong to see if arrangements could be made for a 
series of performances in this colony. As, however, he wants 
a guarantee of $19,000, and the secretary of the City Hall 
expressed serious doubts of his obtaining it—while the agent re- 
fused to consult any of the leading houses on the matter—he has 
given up the idea, It was supposed in Calcutta that 310 persons 
to guarantee $64 apiece could be found in Hong Kong without 
difficulty. 

The forthcoming races will, we hope, produce good sport, if 
nothing else. There are not many horses in training, and those 
which are in training are more like Jerusalem ponies than any- 
thing which has yet appeared on the turf at Wong Nai Choong. 
It might be better to encourage racing, but the turfites perhaps 
know their own business best. 

We learn from the Hong Kong and Shanghai Banking Cor- 
poration that Mr. Adolf Andre has taken Mr. Rowett’s place 
as deputy chairman of the Board. Mr. F. D. Sassoon takes his 
brother’s (Mr. S. D. Sassoon’s) seat as director. 

The Chinese have sent a deputation to the Governor to pro- 
test against the proposed registration of householders. Mr. 
Hayllar, Q.C., has also addressed a forcibly-worded letter to the 
Colonial Secretary protesting against the passing of the Bill. 

Captain Warsaw, late of the ill-fated Pacific Mail steamship 
Japan, was presented with an address, signed by the leading 
mercantile firms, prior to his departure for San Francisco, ex- 
pressive of sympathy and confidence. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 

A grand reception was given to Monsignore Raimon, on his 
arrival in the Hydaspes by the Catholic community. The Ro- 
mans, no doubt, thought that they had as good a right to a 
bishop as had the Church of England folks, and they prided 
themselves upon making an ovation to the vicar of the Holy 
Father. The reception, however, was barely noticed in one of 
the evening papers, and passed over in utter silence by the 
others. The Hong Kong Times, however, the morning paper, 
gave an elaborate account of the proceedings. Malicious tongues 
ascribe this to the willingness of the journal in question to gain 
the support of the Catholics, who among the Eurasians are a 
large if not a wealthy body. 

There is much talk, in whispers at present, of approaching 
failures of some German firms, If these rumours should be ill- 
founded I might injure the people referred to by mentioning 
their names. If weil-founded, I shall know the truth shortly, 
and will keep you informed. 





CANTON. 
The Chinese Mail publishes the following account of the pro- 
cession which took place at the ceremonial attending the transfer 
of the remains of the deceased Viceroy to Peking :— 


On the 11th Jan. the ceremony of transporting the remains of the 
late Viceroy took place. All the officials in the provincial city touk 
part in it, and they numbered several thousands. The different Con- 
suls were also present. The coffin was borne from the Vice-Regal 
Yamun along a straight route to Fatshan, taking the passage of the 
Southern Gate. Along the entire route, shopkeepers, and others 
offered sacrifices to the remains of the deceased by the burning of 
incense and Joss paper. The streets were lined with soldiers, and at 
the turns of street corners soldiers were specially deputed to keep the 
road clear. The Manchu and Tartar soldiers followed the procession 
and brought up the rear, the five regiments of the Viceroy’s garrison 
eading the van. 

At the head of the procession was a large red silk flag borne by eight 
men, and the length of it was about two cheong. is huge flag bore 
an inscription in gold letters of the late Viceroy’s titles in full. Fol- 
lowing this were 70 pairs of Meritorious Tablets, on which were written 
the different offices the late Viceroy had been holding during his life- 
time, and all the marks of honour conferred on him. Next to these 
came the paraphernalia emblematic of the Viceroy's authority, and 
those of the General and Lieutenant-Governor, both of which offices 
the deceased had held before. Then came a stage sedan, the cushion 
of which was made of tiger skin, and it was borne by eight military 
officers of rank. Following this were two paper horses and one paper 
camel. Then came quite a number of small boys, each carrying a 
square tray painted in vermilion colour. Each tray contained a valu- 
able curio covered over with a glass shade. Then came four divisions 
of Priests, followed by three or four “‘ Wan Min San,” which were pre- 
sented to the Viceroy by the people in acknowledgment of his able ad- 
ministration. Then came some more Meritorious Tablets, succeeded 
by bearers of the Viceroy’s insignia and seals. Then came the Canoni- 
cal Title conferred on him by the Emperor after his death, as also the 
Imperial Edict authorising the transport of the coffin to Peking for 
burial. Some more Meritorious Tablets were followed by a wooden 
stand, on which was carved the head of a dragon, and standing in the 
centre was a live cock, the feathers of which were perfectly white, 
while its legs were of a black colour. This bird preceded immediately 
the massive coffin, which was borne by more than 30 men. The cover- 
ing of the coffin was made of red silk and inscribed with gold letters. 
The widow was borne in achair made of white cloth ; she alone was 
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exempted from going on foot. The rest of the mourners, including the 
civil and military officials of all ranks, walked behind her chair. The 
number of musicians and bearers of different articles exceeded 1,000. 
The authorities are determined to put down the Wai-Sing 
lottery, and wherever it was carried on, officers were sent to put 
it down, and to seize the stakes as forfeitures to the Govern- 
ment. Recently a mandarin named Woo returned from Satow 
village with a large sum of money. This was the third sum 
levied from this village. Other officers likewise reported their 
arrivals from Toong-koon and Shak-lung with similar forfcitures. 
This species of gambling is nearly eradicated, and the ouly 
lace where it flourishes is Macao, but this is not within Chinese 
urisdiction, therefore nothing can be done to stop it. It is, 
owever, rumoured that the Chinese authorities are going to 
bring pressure to bear on the Chinese who open such establish- 
ments there, by making their relations responsible for their acts 
or to produce the men themselves. The authorities can obtain 
the names of all those who are engaged in the gambling, and no 
doubt they can give great inconvenience to the parties. If the 
rumour be true the Wai-Sing will have to be carried on by the 
Portuguese, and then the mandarins will not be able to touch 
them. 
Preparations for working the lead and coal mines in the Can- 
ton province are said to be in an advanced state.

SINGAPORE. 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 28th 


Jan. ; the French mail from London, Dec. 18, arrived out on 
the 19th Jan., and the following P. and O. mail of the 25th Dec. 
was received on the 25th Jan. We take the following items of 
intelligence from the Strats Times :— 


The Legislative Council has met twice since last mail, and the 
session is virtually over. The Council will not, however, be for- 
mally prorogued on account of the sittings having been pro- 
longed beyond the year, and has merely adjourned sine die; 
thus, the session being continuous, such matters as have not been 
finally disposed of may be again taken up at the point to which 
they have been already advanced. The business transacted 
during the fortnight has not been of great importance. A 
very necessary amendment bas been made in the law regard- 
ing the registration of titles for land whereby ‘registration 
of a transfer may be effected without producing the original 

t. This is especially necessary in cases where the ground 

been divided up into small lots, rendering it impossible for 
the holders of lots to produce the original grant on a resale, 
The Final Supply Bill, 1873, re-appropriating some $212,000 to 
cover excesses on certain heads during that year, gave rise to 
some discussion in connection with a paragraph in the treasuret’s 
report, asserting that the cost of living had increased, and on 
that account forecasting a probable increase of salaries. The 
Hon. Mr. Shelford disputed the assumption as erroneous, con- 
tending that the necessaries of life were not dearer now than in 
1867, when the salaries were adjusted, and arguing that increase 
in efficiency of the officers—which was not apparent—should be 
the proper ground upon which to base an application for in- 
creased emolument. 

The Sultan of Perak, following in the wake of the Sultan of 
Salangore, has issued a general proclamation inviting people to 
come and settle in his territory and develop its agricultural and 
mineral resources, under the protection of the British Resident. 
Land is offered free of costs or taxes for three years, and minerals 
may be worked according to the laws and customs of the country 
—presumably on paying a royalty of one-tenth of the produce. 
Recently the present and ex-Sultan have formally met and 
amicably adjusted their differences, and great feasts were held 
in honour of the reconciliation, which drew together a large 
concourse of the chiefs and people. The Resident (Mr. Birch, 
our Jate Colonial Secretary), Neaniing the presence of a British 
man-of-war at such a time desirable, to further the maintenance 
of goods relations between the British and native Governments 
and at the same time strengthen his influence over the people, 
asked that a vessel might be sent for that purpose. II.MLS. 
Hart was accordingly detailed for this service, and left this on 
the 16th Jan. for Perak, returning on the 26th, Mar. J. G. 
Davidson, of the Singapore Bar, who has been appointed Resi- 
dent of Salangore, will shortly proceed to that territory to assume 
the duties of his office. 

The annual general meeting of the Singapore Chamber of 
Commerce has been held at the Exchange Rooms, and after the 
election of office-bearers and a committee for the current year, 
the commission for landing, storing, and reshipping cargoes of 
vessels coming into this port in distress was by resolution tixed 
at 1 per cent. for valuable cargoes, such as tea, and 2} per cent. 
for less valuable cargoes, such as sugar, rice, or Singapore cargo. 
It was also resolved to authorise a charge of 1 per cent. for in- 
vest moneys on mortgage or other securities. 

An inquiry has been ordered by the Government into the case 
of the survivors of .the British ship Lwxrine, who, it will be re- 
membered, drew lots and killed and partly devoured one of their 
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companions a few hours before their rescue by a passing ship. 
They had been at large here, but in consequence of this order 
were arrested on a charge of murder. The case has not yet 
come on for hearing before the police magistrate. The men will 
be defended by counsel. 

Rear-Admiral Sir Charles Shadwell arrived here on the 24th 
Jan. from Hong Kong, in his flagship, H.M.S. Jron Duke, and is 
awaiting the arrival of the Audacious, the flagship of his succes- 
sor, which left Galle on the 17th, and is hourly expected. The 
Tron Dukeis homeward bound. H.M.S. Avon, Captain Powlett, 
from Hong Kong, anchored in the roads on the 13th Jan. The 
Avon is now on her homeward cruise. The other vessels in port 
are H.M.S. Charybdis, Vigilant, and Wart. 

The Governor and Lady Clarke last week visited his Highness 
the Maharajah of Johore, at his residence at Tanjong Putri, where 
they were most hospitably entertained. The Maharajah is en- 
deavouring to develop the resources of his country, which is 
rapidly increasing in importance and prosperity and its revenues 
steadily augmenting. 

The news from Atchin is meagre. The Dutch forces had suc- 
ceeded in capturing several important stockades from the 
Atchinese at Longbatta, which were inimical to the safety of the 
Dutch stronghold. This is now said to have been rendered 
secure, and the successes of the Netherlanders have, the de- 
spatches state, so dispirited the people of Pedir, one of the most 
hostile States, that ther desire to tender their submission. 

A Macao Chinese prisoner named Lee Ah Kim, one of the 
Salangore pirates, who was senteaced in 1871 in Penang to penal 
servitude for life, has escaped from the Criminal Prison. An 
examination of his ccll proved that the prisoner, who was, we 
understand, locked up alone at night, had escaped through the 
ventilator in the roof, and made his way unseen over the wall 
on Stamford road. A reward of $50 is offered for his apprehen- 
sion. 

Onfthe 26th Dec. we reported that a gang of ten Chinese from 
Campong Glam, who had gone to Pulo Dammar for the purpose 
of committing a robbery, had been arrested ly the Malays there 
and handed over to the police. The whole gang have been 
brought before Capt. Douglas. The evidence for the posecution, 
which was very strong, was further strengthened by tha iuco- 
herent and conflicting statements made by some of the prisovers 
The Magistrate committed them all for trial at the vrimina 
session.

IMPORTS. 

CnEFroo.—Messrs, Wilson, Cornabé,Jand Co.’s Report says :— Business 
generally has been fairly active. Cotton Goods, Grey Shirtiugs, and 
T-Cloths have been in fair inquiry, but rates have, if anything, de- 
clined a little. Drills have been saleable in small lots at rates which 
show some margin on Shanghai quotations. Spots, Brocades, and other 
Fancy goods have been neglected. Metals: Iron has been in be little 
demand, and we scarcely expect to sce any improvement till after the 
Chinese New Year. Lead is much wanted, with no stock in the place, 
but supplies are shortly expected. 

Hankow.—Business had been on a very small scale during the fort- 
night—and had been almost entirely contined to Grey Shirtingas, rates 
showing little or no change. 

SHANGHAI.—The market during the fortnight had again been devoid 
of animation, and there had been little change. Cottons: Grey Shirt- 
ings were without alteration, and the market was very quiet. T-Cloths 
showed some improvement in the earlier part of the fortnight, but had 
since rclapsed, and the market closed quiet; a fair business, however, 
had been done. White Shirtings : Common goods quiet, but for 64 to 
66 reed the market was rather stronger. Drills remained without 
alteration, but American Sheetings showed an advance. In Fancy 
Cottons there had been no change to note. Wouvllens.—Camlets : 
There had been some enquiry for CPH, other chops were unaaleable. 
Plain Orleans were rather higher. Long Ells had declined, and, in the 
absence of business, quotatious were nominal. Spanish stripes were a 
trifle easier. 

FoocHow.—The sales had been as follows :—T-Cloths : 7 1b., 600 
pieces at $1.70 to $1.85 per piece. Lead: L. B. ani Co., 1,99) pigs at 
$8.50 per picul. 

Hong Konxe.—The arrivals during the interval, besides mail steamers, 
had been s.s. Montgomeryshire, Sarpedon, and Fleurs Castle, bringing 
full supplies of manufactured gooda for this market and the North, A 
very quiet market had existed during the interval, but there were 
signs of returning activity in the fact that the up-country dealers were 
beginning to arrive. In the meantime importera were firm, and as 
dealers had only been buying when they can meet with cheap parcels 
for their immediate requirements, there had not been much but ness 
in progress. 

Canton.—Lead was in no demand at the moment, whilst a‘ Hong 
Kong sales were being effected at 20 to 30 cents higher than compara- 
tive quoted rate. LB and soft brands were nominally worth $8.10, 
and WB and Hole chop $8.30 per picul. Quicksilver was quoted at 
$218 per picul, and was expected to go lower. 

BaTAViA.—Business in Piece Goods as usual at the season of the year, 
had been on a restricted scale, and no revival was expeetud unal ater 
the close of the Chinese New Year holidays. 

Sincavors&.—There had been a moderate de:nand fur some doscrip- 
tions of Grey Cottons, but generally the market had buen quiet, the 
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near approach of the Chinese holidays always affects business at this 
season of the year. 

Penana.—A slightly better enquiry had been manifested for some 
descriptions of goods but at no improvement in rates. During the 
Chinese New Year's holidays, which this year extend from about the Ist 
to the 10th Feb., the markets will be almost entirely closed.

KivuKIANG.—Black : No business to report. Green: Arrivals showed 
- a marked falling off, only 2,000 half chests having come to hand during 
the interval. 

SHancual.— Black : The settlements reported had amounted to only 
532 chests, and showed no change in value ; stock, 450 chests. Green : 
The demand had been steady, and teamen have succeeded in working 
prices up until at last they had established an advance of 2 taels on 
fine teas, and about 1 on medium and common chops. The stocks had 
been replenished by arrivals from the country, and a considerable quan- 
tity of tea which had been stored here waiting a favourable turn in the 
market had been shown. The amount on offer exceeded largely what 
had usually been in stock at this time of the year. The crop was likely 
to be in excess of that of last season by some 50,000 packages. Ping- 
sueys, on account of their low prices, had attracted a little attention, 
but they were not generally in favour. The following were about the 
prices paid:—For country tea, 26,058 half chests at Tls. 20 to 36.5.0 
per picul; Pinsuey, 4,380 half chesta at Tls. 23.3.0 per picul. Settle- 
ments, 30,438 half chests ; stock, 82,580 half chests, 

FoocHow.—During the interval a large business had been done in 
Oolongs, and small purchases of Congou had continued to be made. 
Congou : Settlements 4,000 chests at Tls.6 to 19, the latter price 
being paid for boxes,— former values being fully maintained. Arrivals 
nil, and no further receipts were expected from the country. Oolong : 
In the early part of theinterval a considerable business was transacted 
in fine parcels at irregular rates, showing in some instances an advance 
of about two taels on former quotations. The teamen continued firm 
holders of cargo grades, and only small transactions were reported at 
Tia. 12 to 14 for common, and Tis. 15 to 164 for fair to good. Settle- 
ments 22,100 half-chests at Tls. 12 to 224. Arrivals 2,000 half-chests. 
Souchong, Scented Teas, and Flowery Pekoe : In these kinds there had 
been no transactions, and no further reeeipts from the country. The 
export to Great Britain, the Continent of Europe, and the Cape of Good 
Hope amounted to 60,864,554 lbs., against 54,376,201 lbs. at the same 
time last year. To America, 2,149,402 lbs., against 3,189,551 lbs. ; to 
the Colonies, 13,395,547 lbs., against 12,473,401 lbs. last year. 

CantTon.—Messrs. Deacon and Co.’s Report says :—Our last was 
dated the 22nd December, and since that time, nothing was transacted 
in Tea, until a few days ago, when some 3,100 boxes Scented Caper 
were settled at Tls. 16.5, which shows a slight decline on previous 
rates. Some 1,200 boxes short leaf Scented Orange Pekoe have also 
been taken within the last week at Tls. 14.5, but they are said to be 
for either the Australian or Continental markets, It is reported that 
several of the Tea Hongs are in difficulty, and are not expected to tide 
over China New Year ; this will prove that scason 1874-75 has been 
equally unremunerative to manufacturers as well as shippers. 


SILK. 

SHANGHAI.—Shipments by the French mail of the 8th Jan. amounted 
to 810 bales, consisting chiefly of common to medium Tsatlees at a 
slight advance on former ruling rates, and including Kukee's Kin-hock 
at Tls. 320, and Yellow Klephant at Tls. 3074. For this mail 500 to 
600 bales are reported for Eurupe, mostly market Tsatlees at last mail’s 
trices ; and 150 to 200 bales for America, chiefly Re-reels at old rates, 
but including a few bales of Dragon chop No, 3 Tsatlee at Tis. 390, and 
Kahings, Ching-young-shing’s Tinghow and Gnaling, at Tls, 335 and 
$05, and Dong-yue’s Pangling at 'I'ls. 315. Stock had been reduced by 
most of the Taysaam sorts having been taken for native consumption. 
Settlements for the fortnight, Chinas, 1,600. Total settlements since 
Ist June, 1874, 60,300 bales, against 1873-74, 48,70C bales ; 1872-73, 
50,900 bales. Comparative unsold stuck on this market 1875, 8,000 
. bales ; 1874, 4,500 bales ; 1873, 2,000 balea. 

CanTon.—A moderate but steady business had been in progress 
during the fortnight, and purchases amounted to 520 bales of all kinds. 
Of this quantity, about 450 bales were Tsatlee, chiefly of the lower 
grades, and the remaining 70 bales Loongkongs of various descriptions. 
Prices showed little if auy alteration. Guod No 4, Tsatlee was scarce, 
and holders asked $340 to $345 per picul for best district Silk of that 
classification. The export of the season was estimated to reach about 
8,000 bales against 9,500 bales last season.

THe Shanghai Chamber of Commerce in the report pre- 
sented at its meeting in January last, again calls attention 
to the detriment to the trade in British manufactures which 
isheing brought about by the practice of “heavy sizing,” or, in 
other words, adulterating the goods. The matter has been 
spoken of so frequently that it is almost beyond hope that 
it will produce any effect upon the Manchester manufac- 
turers, who seem determined to go on in their nore than 
questionable practices until they have raised up so serious 
an opposition that they will find it difficult, if not impos- 
sible, to hold their own by a too late return to the honest 
system of manufacture by which they originally obtained 
their status in the East, and by which they will most 
assuredly be alone able to sustain it. It is time that the 
Manchester Chamber took the subject up again, and made 
a hond fide effort to arrive at something better than the 
plausible pretexts in favour of adulteration which were 
uttered the last timo the matter was discussed by that 
body.

THE HONG KONG AND SHANGHAI BANK. 


‘TI aM assured that the most ample provision has been 
‘“‘ made for all possible losses, which statement the share- 


“ holders may fully rely upon,” are the neat and appro- 


priate words in which Mr. JACKSON, the manager of the 


London branch of the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank, 


concludes a circular address to the shareholders, setting 


forth that telegraphic information has been received from 
Hong Kong that the meeting of shareholders on the 18th 
inst. adopted, without dissent, a statement of accounts 
showing that the reserve fund was reduced to $100,000, 
that the balance at credit of profit and loss was $120,000, 


and that, finally, “ for a second time in the history of 


the Bank,” the directors had determined not to declare any 
dividend. This last-named fact, besides being interesting 
in a historical point of view, has a somewhat direct influ- 
ence upon the butchers’ and bakers’ bills of confiding home 
shareholders, who have invested their all in this lamentably 
mismanaged institution, and who will scarcely feel consoled 
for being for a second time disappointed in not receiving a 
dividend, by being for a third time assured that the “ most 
ample” provision has been made for all possible losses. 
It is not surprising that Mr. JACKSON should feel compelled 


to supplement this rather tautological expression by a 


declaration scarcely less tautological, that the shareholders 
may “fully rely” upon this statement. We do not object 


to these little embellishments merely upon grammatical or 
artistic grounds, but upon much more weighty conside- 
rations would have preferred to be informed that all lia- 


bilities were provided for to being “ assured that the most 
‘© ample provision has been made for all possible lusses, which 
“statement the shareholders may fully rely upon.” It 
may be that the directors having twice told the share- 
holders that all contingencies had been taken into account, 
and having had twice to admit that the statement was not 
in accordance with the facts, should have been led by a 
natural gradation through the three degrees of comparison, 
and having years ago commenced by stating that the 
liabilities were provided for, have gone on to stating next 
that they were “amply provided for,” and finally, that they 
were “most amply provided for.” This process of reassur- 
ing shareholders, which unfortunately admits that they 
expect they will not be fully disposed to believe their state- 
ments, speaks boldly either for the faith of the shareholders 
or the credibility of the directors ; and it is a somewhat in- 
teresting question which of the two facts they desire to in- 
dicate—do they intend to convey the impression that the 
shareholders are less confiding, or that they themselves are 
less to be believed than other people? Either admission 
is, to say the least, unfortunate, and leads inevitably to the 
same conclusion, namely, that for some reason or another 
there does not exist that confidence between the directors 
and shareholders which is obviously necessary for the satis- 
factory conduct of the affairs of the Bank. The repetition 
of the old statement, that all the liabilities have been dis- 
closed, must come with singularly small effect after the same 
statement has been made twice before, and has proved 
to have been false—we do not say intentionally false—but, 
beyond the possibility of denial, false in fact. 

Is this the conduct of their business to which the 
sharcholders in Hong Kong are prepared to submit 
without dissent, and is it impossible to find directors 
who will be, we will say, a little more vigilant as 
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to the affairs of the Bank, and ascertain with a litt] 
more accuracy what is its actual position at a ‘given 
time? The origin of the present state of things is stated, 
by men well able to judge, to date as far back as the “re. 
signation” of Mr. KRESSER, and the shareholders were 
guilty of a dereliction of duty in not demanding fuller 
explanations of the state of affairs at that time, and have 
repeated the omission at every subsequent meeting. They 
have encouraged the directors in their neglect, and now 
reap the results of their apathy. The very wretchedness 
of the statement now telegraphed is in some sort a guarantee 
that at last the directors have ‘‘ made a clean breast of it,” 
but it speaks very badly for the manner in which public 
institutions in Hong Kong are managed, that a straight- 
forward declaration of the position of the Bank has only 
been wrenched from the directors when—whether advisedly 
or not we do not now say—but when, as a plain matter of 
fact, the shareholders had taken a course of action delibe- 
ratively expressive of a want of confidence in them, and 
after the celebrated case of WHITTALL v. BELL had startled 
them into the knowledge that there is a point at which 
neglect, incompetency, or misrepresentation on the part 
directors will render them personally liable. 


THE CHINA TELEGRAPH CABLES. 

A VERY curious, and at the same time a most unfortu- 
nate, coincidence has happened in regard to this matter, for 
in the brief space of five days we have heard of the sac- 
cessful completion of the second section of the line, and of 
the destruction of the whole work. The Fvochow Herald, 
received by last mail, was somewhat exultant, and natu- 
rally so, at the satisfactory progress that was being made, 
and expressed a confident hope that General RAASLOFFS 
arrival at Peking would bring about a fulfilment of the 
alleged agreement between the Chinese Government and 
the Great Northern Telegraph Company; it further 
affirmed that the country people were everywhere civil 
and friendly to the company’s employés, and that the Vice- 
roy had received permission to give his official sanction to 
the work. At the same time our contemporary guardedly 
remarked, ‘‘ We trust that this is not a ruse to throw 
the responsibility of rejection on a subordinate officer.” 
This week, we regret to say, telegraphic news was re- 
ceived in London, via Copenhagen, that the line had 
‘been destroyed by persons hostile to the construction of 
“telegraphs. The material was also destroyed or carried 
“ away, but the members of the telegraph staff remained 
“unmolested.” This intelligence is most unfortunate and 
disappointing, for matters were beginning to wear a cheer- 
ful aspect, and it almost seemed as if the thin end of the 
wedge had been successfully inserted in the outer crust 
of Chinese prejudice, and that Fenc-Suu’s ghost had 
been laid for ever, as far as telegraphs were concerned; 
nevertheless, annoying as this contretemps is, we venture to 
think that the foolish act on the part of the Chinese will 
afford the foreign diplomatic body at Peking a golden op- 
portunity, if they can only be induced to act in concert 0 
go very important an affair, for procuring the definite and 
unmolested admission of telegraphs into the country. 
General RAASLOFF alone, we fear, may not be able to 
accomplish this end, but the united pressure of the Cor 
Diplomatique ought, at this juncture, to be able to carry te 
matter through successfully, and we would express a hope 
that the respective Governments of the Treaty Powers may 
see the opportunity we allude to, and instruct their repre 
sentatives accordingly. 


_ WE understand that M. LEGER, who has held a post at 
the office of the Minister of Finance in Paris, has beet 
appointed the Manager of the new Indo-China Bank at 
Saigon, and proceeded by the last mail to that port 
M. MicuELot, who has been managing the Saigon brane 

of the Comptoir d’Escompte, will act as Sub-Manager, and 
will also liquidate and close that branch on the opening © 

the new Bank. We have omitted to notice that the div 
dend declared by the Directors of the Comptoir d’Escompt 
for the half-year was f£.20 per share, equivalent to 8 péeF 
cent. per annum. 


We hear that the withdrawal of the Pacific Mail Com- 
any’s Subsidy has been confirmed by the United States 
enate. 
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and Osaka during the year 1873 we find some noteworthy 
information, supplied by Mr. Vice-Consul ANNESLEY, with 
respect to the progress which has been made at Osaka, and 
which is the more remarkable, as the place had only been 
open for six years to foreign trade and influences at 
the time when the report was drawn up. Osaka, as is 
well-known, is one of the most important cities in the 
Japanese Empire, and contains more than half a million 
inhabitants, besides a large fluctuating population. 
Whether, however, it will eventually answer as a Treaty 
port, it is, perhaps, premature to hazard a conjecture ; at 
present, at any rate, it certainly does not figure very 
favourably in the Trade Returns. But this is not the 
point to which we propose to refer on this occasion, our 
object being rather to call attention to the advances which 
have been made there by the Japanese in the adoption of 
various adjuncts of Western civilisation in matters classed 
under the heads of Jndustries and Public Works. Osaka 
ossesses, it seems, a large arsenal, where all kinds of war- 
ike matériel are manutactured, and the works in this 
establishment are entirely carried on by Japanese artificers ; 
a steam paper-mill was in course of construction at the end 
of 1873, guaranteed to turn out a ton of paper daily. 
Several other kinds of foreign machines have been intro- 
duced into Osaka ; among these are knitting, spinning, and 
weaving machines, a shoe and boot-making machine, a steam 
machinery for the manufacture of grey shirtings (un- 
RSS | which is in full operation at Sakai, in the neigh- 
bourhood, and a large steam oil-pressing machine, which 
_ produces a considerable quantity of oil made from rape- 
seed cake. A brewery, too, on an extensive scale is at work, 
and brews beer of a fair quality from American hops. This 
liquid, adds Mr. ANNESLEY, is much consumed by the 
Japanese, and must be taken, we presume, as a clear proof 
of the progress which Western habits are making in the 
country. Glass-blowing is carried on to a small extent, 
but not very successfully ; cheap kerosene lamps are made 
at Osaka, and it seems probable that they will soon super- 
sede the paper lanterns and smoking oil-lamps used by the 
natives in lighting up their dwellings. Turn we now to 
Public Works. The Japanese Government, we are told, 
have erected on the opposite bank of the River Kizu, facing 
the foreign settlement, a large building, intended as a City 
Hall. in which the local Government offices, except the 
Customs, are to be collected. This is described as an im- 
osing-looking edifice, and was originally designed by 
ajor KINDER ; the Japanese, however, have carried out 
the details according to their own notions, and are said to 
“ have ignored all the principles of modern architecture.” 
The municipal buildings, Mr. ANNESLEY reports, are nearly 
. completed, and they will consist of a municipal hall, with 
accommodation for the municipal police, well-built houses 
for a Shand and Mason fire-engine, and last, but not least, 
a red brick prison, with a covered prison yard. Some iron 
briayes have been constructed, under foreign superintend- 
ence, and Mr. ANNESLEY further states that the small 
foreign settlement continues to be well lighted and kept in 
good order, the streets being well-paved and clean, while 
trees planted on both sides afford an agreeable shade in 
summer. Not much has been done of late to facilitate the 
navigation of the river beyond some occasional dredging, 
and this ought to be constant to enable the ferry steamers 
torun. The Japanese appear to have it in contemplation 
to dewlop the neighbourhood of Osaka, for “ some foreign 
‘‘ engineers have been surveying the Ajikawa as far as 
“ Kiédto, with the view of deepening this river sufficiently 
“to admit of steamers of light draught navigating the 
‘whole length up to that fw, and also to construct a canal 
‘‘ connecting the river with Lake Biwa. This un- 
‘‘ dertaking, if carried out, would place the west coast of 
‘‘ Japan, together with many fertile districts of commercial 
‘“‘ importance, within easy reach of Osaka and Hiogo.” In 
educational matters, too, the Japanese are not by any 
means backward at Osaka, for the place now contains 
seventy-two primary schools, one college, and one academy, 
attended by some 10,000 pupils. Six English teachers 
are employed at the college and academy ; and there is 
also a school for girls under the care of a foreign instructress. 

- Haying thus enumerated many matters, which prove that 
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| the Japanese at Osaka are progressing rapidly, and, indeed, 
In Mr. Consul Gower’s Report on the Trade of Hiogo | perhaps too rapidly, Mr. ANNESLEY reserves to the con- 


clusion of his notes a statement which is greatly to their 
discredit, and which shows incontestably that they are 
utterly ignorant of the fundamental principles of free-trade. 
‘‘ J am informed,” he says, “ that an octroi duty of one per 
“cent. is levied by the Japanese authorities on all goods 
“in charge of Japanese passing to and from the Foreign 
“ Settlement. As this tax directly affects the free-trade and 
“ interests of foreigners, it is very desirable that it should 
“be abrogated.” In conclusion, we may remark that the 
number of foreign residents at Osaka, of all nationalities, 
increased from sixty-four in 1869 to 129 in 1873, while the 
numbers at Hiogo in the same years were 185 and 415. 


CEYLON. 

RECENT files of Ceylon papers contain the closing 
speech of the Governor to his Legislative Councillors, and 
a summary of the year’s occurrences in that prosperous 
little island. Ceylon is fortunate in possessing a ruler who 
is at once an able administrator, an energetic chief of the 
State, and an ardent promoter of learning in all its aspects. 
Mr. GREGORY not only finds time to visit the most inter- 
esting provinces under his government, but gives the 
utmost attention to new projects for the development of 
local interests, and, moreover, enters warmly into matters 
connected with archeology, literature, and history. He 
has dismissed his Council in a speech teeming with reas- 
suring statements as to the prospects of the colony, and 
gratifying figures in regard to the past. The revenue for the 
year just elapsed was stated at £1,280,000, whilst that for 
the current year is estimated at £1,281,700, from which 
amount his Excellency has appropriated £277,600 for 
public works, in addition to £15,500 for railway extension. 
We are not informed of the sum voted for purposes of 
education ; but we do not forget that there is, beyond the 
above-named amount voted for public works, a very large 
outlay on roads under the provisions of the Thoroughfares 
Ordinance by means of local labour. The re-assertion by 
the Governor of his resolve that no fresh railway should 
be undertaken that did not promise a remunerative return 
is highly judicious, and one that we trust will not be easily 
set aside by idle clamour. The important work of the 


‘breakwater has been fairly commenced, and now that the 


working plant for that purpose had reached the colony, 
good progress will be made in what may be regarded as 
the foundation of the future greatness of Colombo as an 
Eastern steam port. 

The work of the local legislature has partaken pretty 
much thecharacter of that of the Imperial Parliament, useful 
without claiming the distinction of being sensational or 
brilliant. An ordinance for the punishment rather than 
the prevention of coffee stealing has been passed, which, 
though not meeting with general approval, may serve at 
any rate as a basis for some more practical, legislation a 
year or two hence, when the defects of the present Bill will 
no doubt be made manifest. A law for the management 
of branch or grant-in-aid roads appears likely to work satis- 
factorily, as it is formed on the principle laid down many 
years ago by Mr. WALL, then an unofficial member of Coun- 
cil, of allowing the power of assessment to local committees 
instead of to the revenue officers, too often very ill informed 
on the subject. There have also been ordinances enacted 
for providing funds for the Colombo Breakwater, fora rail- 
way to Morotto, connecting that industrial centre with the 
capital, for railway extension in the interior, and for supply- 
ing water to the towns of Galle and Kandy. It is to be hoped 
that in his anxiety to further the interests of the large coffee 
districts to the south of Kandy his Excellency will not 
be unmindful of the very important coffee industry in 
another direction—that situated to the north of the moun- 
tain capital, in and around Matele, Hunasgiria, Kallibokke, 
and the Rangalla districts. The country in this latter 
direction is so devoid of engineering difficulties, the work 
of laying a line of rails would be so inexpensive and ex- 
peditious, that we are amazed to find it shelved for so long 
a period, whilst other and more costly lines are in serious 
contemplation. 

We are glad to learn that native interests have not been 
forgotten amidst the loud outcry for planters’ railways and 
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planters’ coffee stealing ordinances ; the irrigation scheme 
has been fairly worked ; many minor tanks have been re- 
paired under the operation of village councils, and though 
the health of certain districts has not been good, Govern- 
ment has exerted itself to remedy this evil) We should, 
indeed, be glad to seo a little more timely action in these 
matters, but when we find the affairs of an important pro- 
vince like that of the western division of the island en- 
trusted to an officer whose declining years demand repose 
rather than work, we cease to marvel at any shortcomings 
in administrative action. 

The commercial and planting status of the island, though 
pot all that some would desire, cannot fairly be made a 
matter of complaint. If the import market is overstocked 
with unprofitable goods importers have the remedy in their 
own hands. If merchants find they cannot realise a profit 
in coffee bought costing 120s., who have they to blame but 
themselves? The present market quotations for coffee in 
London leave a splendid margin for the grower, but not 
for over-confident speculators. It is true that there have 
been short crops in Ceylon, but this is a drawback to 
which all colonies are occasionally subject: were ‘‘ bumper 
crops” the rule in the article of coffee all the world over, 
where would prices be? In our opinion, the late figures 
realised for Crown forest in Ceylon for coffee planting tell 
an unmistakable tale of prosperity, and if the decline in 
the coffee market at home causcs the abandonment of pur- 
chase of crops before they are grown, none will have 
greater cause for rejoicing than the coffee planters of this 





very flourishing island. With an able and energetic Go- 


vernor and a Secretary of State with statesmanlike views, 
there is every reason for believing in the future prosperity 
of Ceylon. 


THE ADULTERATION OF TEA. 
The following important provision as to the adulteration 


of tea is appended as a final clause to the new “Sale of 


Food and Drugs Bill :’— 

From and after the 1st January, 1876, all tea imported as merchan- 
dise into and landed at any port in Great Britain or Ireland shall be 
subject toexamination by persons to be appointed by the Commissioners 
of Customs for the inspection and analysis thereof, for which purpose 
samples may, when deemed necessary by such inspectors, be taken and 
with all convenient speed be examined by the analysts to be sv appointed, 
and if upon such analysis the same shall be found to be unwholesome, 
mixed with other substances, or exhausted tea, the same shall not be 
delivered unless with the sanction of the said Commissioners and on 
such terms and conditions as they shall see fit to direct either for home 
consumption or for use as ship’s stores or for exportation; but if on such 
inspection and analysis it shall appear that such tea is in the opinion of 
the analyst unfit for human food the same shall be forfeited and de- 
stroyed or otherwise disposed of in such manner as the said Commis- 
sioners may direct. Tea to which the term “exhausted” is applied in 
this Act shall mean and include any tea which has been deprived of its 
proper quality, strength, or virtue by steeping, infusion, decoction, or 
other means. 

From the foregoing we may see that the Government 
have found themselves unable to resist the complaint urged 
by the retail grocers in this country, that it was unjust to 
punish them for selling unwholesome or adulterated tea, 
which was, after all, only in the same condition as when it 
passed the Custom-house authorities. Henceforth, there- 
fore, Official Inspectors will make it their business to see 
that no teas really unsound, or unfit for consumption, 
escape into the hands of speculators in our home markets. 
Of course, there will be some considerable expense con- 
nected with the discharge of these new functions and the 
appointment of salaried professionals for that purpose, but 
after all, considering that tea is nearly as universally con- 
sumed as salt, the British public will not be inclined to 
grumble on that score, provided that the work is effectively 
performed. The fact is, there is hardly anybody who 
knows so little what he is about as the unhappy British 
tea-dealer. We do not refer to the large well-recognised 
firms, but to the smaller grocers scattered all over the 
Jand. They do not understand wherein the difference 
between good tea and bad tea lies, and if they did it 
would profit them nothing, for what their customers wang 
1s somcthing cheap, and something that will stew down into 
a good strong brown infusion. We can, however, sce one or 
two points in which care must be exercised should the 
Government proposal pass into law. Disputes may arise, 
and litigation ensue, should a tea in fairly sound condition 
when unshipped be detained for any time in bond, and 
during the detention, from damp or other causes, turn out 
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too unwholesome to be consumed. Then, again, suppose 
on a future change of Government some popular adminis- 
trator abolishes the duty on tea? Is the whole army of 
analysts to stand or fall with the sixpence a pound, or, rice 
versd, is a burdensome restriction on a great industry to be 
for ever riveted round our necks on account of the adulte- 
rant tricks of the “heathen Chinee ?”’ Lastly, we may, 
perhaps, expect that the new system would tend somewhat 
to enhance the prices of tea. At all times a risky, specu- 
lative, and uncertain trade, the merchants in China would 
now find themselves with a new element of danger to face. 
If they buy up the cheaper sorts and poorer qualities of tea, 
there would now be the chance that these shipments may 
reach home ina more or less unsound state, and be actually 
excluded from any sale at all. It would be far wiser to 
purchase only the better and more high-priced stocks, and 
this is what we may expect to be the prevailing practice. 
The very cheap teas will not be sent on to the English 
market at all. We question whether our working classes 
will altogether relish this.

Telegraph Company to construct an overland line from the Amoy an- 
chorage to his Yamen at Fouchow Foo. At first the work went gaily 
on, and encountered no sort of opposition from the people. But 
at an unfortunate moment the Russian Minister at Peking heard 
of it, and thereupon claimed on behalf of his Government his 
right of making a line from Veking to Kiachta by virtue of a 
former agreement by which the Chinese Government had promised to 
sanction the construction of this line in the case of any similar conces- 
sion being granted to any other treaty Power. This gave rise to nu- 
merous negotiations, and neanwhile the work was brought to a stand- 
still, but before any decision had been arrived at the Danish Minister 
General Raasloff, arrived at the capital prepared to support the cause 
of the Great Northern Telegraph Company. And so good an advocate 
did he prove that a few days since we were informed by a Shanghai 
telegram, dated February 16, that General Raaslotf had obtained from 
the Chinese Government recognition and protection for the line. This 
put the Peking authorities in a dilemma. They were obliged to 
accede to the equitable claims of the Danish Envoy, but by so doing 
they laid themselves open to the demands of the Ruesian Minister. 
Out of this difficulty there was only one way. Let the mob be called 
in, and in the name of outraged Féng-shui let them put an effectual 
stop to the work of the troublesume foreigners, It was done, and we 
now learn that the lino “ has been destruyed by persons hostile tu the 
construction of telegraphs.” 
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ITEMS FROM PARIS. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESIONDENT. ) 

We find the following in a letter from Peking, 15th December, pub- 

lished by the Dic Neurieme Siecle :—The Finperor has just fallen ill. 
Of course, Venus is answerable for the mischief. Men look wise and 
say that all the stir made in heaven by that planet was sure to bring 
trouble on earth. As nobody in China cared about the Transit of 
Venus before Europeans came, it follows that Europeans are the 
primary cause of the imperial illness. That is Chinese logic. Since 
the outbreak of the disease, four days ago, every person entering the 
precincts of the palace is obliged to wear a piece of red satin, as a sash, 
orin some otherwise conspicuous manner. It would puzzle all the 
doctors in Europe to find out the reason why. There it is. The secd 
of the small-pox is sown in the human body by a goddess of the name 
of Tzen-Noun-Niang-Niang, just in the same way as green peas or 
other seeds are sown in the ground. Thence the pimples shoot forth. 
When they do not blow open, but take a bluish tint instead, the flower 
—that is, the patient—dies. Now, flowers in China are credited with 
a great liking fur red, and are believed to expand in the vicinity of 
that most beautiful of all colours. The piece of red satin worn by all 
servants, high and low, princes or cunuchs, is intended to attract the 
attention of the pimples and to make them blow open at the cheerful 
sight. Another piece of gossip from the palace. The young Emperor 
had the happy thought of having his portrait painted before his illness, 
but I am assured that the artist was forbidden to look on the Son of 
Heaven. All that he could do was to try and catch by stealth, now 
and then, aglimpse of the celestial face. I should not care to guarantee 
the likeness, under the circumstanecs. 

M. Charles Bousquet, a French advocate from the Paris Bar, had 
been called to Yedo in 1872, and entrusted with the mission of refurm- 
ing and codifying Japanese civil laws. His contract with the Japanese 
Government was for three years, but the completion of this term 
drawing near, and the Government of the Mikado wishing tu secure 
M. Bousquet’s services for some more time, his engagement has just 
been renewed for another year. 

Four Courts of Appeal, with final jurisdiction, are being established 
in Japan, at Yedo, Osaka, Nagasaki, and another town inland. These 
Courts will shortly be at work. 

We hear from Constantinople that Saradangji-min-Moalha-Ryoden- 
Rajah, Ambagsador of the Kingof Burmah to the Persian and Russian 
Courts, arrived in Bagdad early in January, on his return journey from 
Persia. According to his own statement, he had heard such dreadful 
accounts of the climate of Russia, that he ,yhad resolved to turn back 
without setting foot on Russian soil. But then, direct advices from 
Teheran suggest that the behaviour of the Burmese Ambassador gave 
great displeasure at the Persian Court, and that Russian Government 
sent him an intimation to stay away and to dispense with his visit to 
St. Petersburg. The truth of the matter seems to be that the political 
miasion entrusted to the Ambassador by the King of Burmah was of 
such a nature that his proposals could not be entertained by either 
Persia or Russia. 

A company of Japanese acrobats, who have been performing at the 
Folies-Bergerie, Paris, for some weeks, under the style of “The Mikado's 
Own Company,” have been invited by the police authorities, on a com- 
plaint, it is said, of the Japanese Embaasy there, to drop that self-as- 
sumed high-sounding title, and are now advertised simply as “ Yedo Per- 
formers.” 

The French transport ship Tarn, undercommand of Frigate-Captain 
Desnouy, left Saigon on the 22nd January for Toulon. 

We read in Le Temps, with reference to the recent treaty between 
France and Annam :—“ Tonking will be opened to trade, either French 
or foreign, in the first part of March, The Annamese keep the right 
of making treatics of commerce with any other nation, to which they 
may grant all the privileges France enjoys, or ought tu have enjoyed, 
alone. Wherever the protection of the tricolour extends, foreign Con- 
Bulates and agencies may be established, without the first occupiers, 
that is, the French, reserving to themselves the slightest advantage 
over the new comers.” We should be surprised, indeed, if King Tu- 
Duc was to complain of the modest part France has assumed in this 
businese. She certainly could have obtained from him much better 
conditions, considering that a French ship, the Bourayne, destroyed the 
pirate junks by which a great part of his dominions was blockaded, and 
that we are going to make him, in order that he may keep Tonking 
under submission, a free present of five steamers, 1,000 guns, and 
500,000 cartridges. Who would not suppose, from such liberality, that 
French arsenals are full to repletion ? 
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The Italian Government has just received from the Consul of Italy 
at Yokohama a box of tea-sced from the province of Yamosino. The 
seed has been collected, for the greater part, at Ugi and in its vicinity. 
It has been distributed among various agricultural establishments in 
Italy for a trial. There have been already experiments made by the 
agricultural committee of Caltanisetta, in Sicily, with seed sent from 
Japan expressly for the purpose. The experiments have beon so far 
successful as to give hopes of acclimatising the tea-plant in that region 
under favourable conditions. 

M. Fernand de Bousignac, Chancellor of second-class at the French 
Consulate of Hong Kong, is sent, in the same capacity, to the French 
Consulate of Bombay, by a decree of 19th February last. His place is 
filled at Hong Kong by the appointment of M. Boulouze (Gabriel 
Joseph), formerly head clerk in the Chancery of the French General- 
Consulate of London. 


THE SUEZ CANAL. 


(THE ECONOMIST.) 

It is an cvent of some interest, we think, in connection with the 
history of a remarkable undertaking, that the shares of the Suez Canal 
Company have this week been admitted to a quotation on the London 
Stock Exchange. The construction of the Canal was for years opposed 
by Lord Palmerston on political grounds, because the privileges origi- 
nally conceded to a French Company were so extensive as to authorise, 
or appear ty authorise, the establishment on Egyptian territory—the 
highway between England and India—of a French colony of some mag- 
nitude, which would be in possession of one or two strong military 
positions, Lord Palmerston’s opposition ceased on the firman for con- 
structing the Canal being so modified as to limit the powers of the 
Company to its avowedly mercantile objects : but the previous contest 
left behind the impression that England was opposed for selfish reasons 
to a great work of civilisation, because it would tend to destroy her 
maritime supremacy for the benefit of France and other Mediterranean 
States. In the event, however, as is now notwrious, the chief use of the 
Canal has been by English shipowners, the proportion of English ships 
passing through the Canal being seventy-one per cent. of the total. 
The idea that the English Government or people were opposed to the 
Canal on account of any fear for their commercial position was, in 
truth, a baseless imagination of the continental mind, which totally 
miscalculated what the commercial effect of the Canal would be. The 
promptitude with which [English merchants and shipowners prepared 
to use the Canal as soon as it was about to be opened was the best proof 
that they at least never had any thoughts of its leading to their dis- 
placement by foreign rivals, and their continued use of the Canal sub- 
sequently proves that they were night. It is this undertaking which is 
now to be domesticated in England, after having been exclusively owned 
in France and Egypt, and we have no doubt much interest will come to 
be felt in it on account of its great utility to English trade. In respect 
of the present causes of the value of the property, the history of the com- 
pany is, moreover, as remarkable as its political history. M. de Lesseps's 
original calculations of profit were, no doubt, gross delusions. The 
Canal was planned at a period when the principal use contemplated for 
it was by sailing vessels, for the only classes of steamers then known 
were 80 costly to work that they were not to bo counted on in any 
numbers. M. de Lesseps calculated in these circumstances that the 
winual tonnage using the canal would run up to 6,000,000 tons, and 
in this there was a double error. As has since been proved, it has nut 
answered for almost any sailing vessels to use the canal ; and just before 
the opening the whule annual tonnage between Europe and the Kast, 
instead of being 6,000,000 tons, was barely 3,000,000 tons. If no 
change had happened while the Canal was being constructed, the share- 
holders would have been left at the end with a useless property. But 
the progress of mechanical invention has singularly favoured M. de 
Lesseps, because there are now flects of steamers with “ compound: 
engines,” capable of going long voyages with little fuel, and by this 
class of vessels, which hardly existed ten years ago ur more, the Canal 
is usedl—not to the extent of anything like 6,000,000 tons, but still to 
a moderate extent, the total annual tonnage being now over 2,000,000 
tuns, with every likelihood of increase. The Canal is consequently a 
growing property, and the 500f. shares are now quoted on the Paris 
Bourse at about 580frs., or about 17 per cent. premium, though, of 
course, We give no opinion, without a fuller statement of our reasons, 
as to whether this particular quotation is justitied. On this head we 
may take sume credit for the accuracy of our own predictions. When 
challenging M. de Lesseps’s estimates, just before the opening of the 
Canal, we pointed out that instead of a tonnage of 6,000,000 tons 
annually at the opening, the shareholders would be very fortunate if 
they had 1,000,000 tons, but owing to the existence of steamers with 
compound-engines, the Canal would, in time, come to be largely used. 
Already, at the end of five years from the opening, this condition of 
affairs is beginning to exist, the tonnage using the Canal in 1873 being 
2,085,000 tons, while there is a steady improvement. The annual 
receipts from tonnage alone, exclusive of about £80,000 additional 
from the company's domain, now amount to about £1,000,000, and the 
working expenses, including debenture interest, to about £700,000, so 
that nearly 5 per cent. is already earned on the shares, which is a very 
good position for a company with an absolute monopoly, a certainty of 
growing business, and comparatively small working expenses, to possess, 
For the information of our readers we may add that the shares admitted 
to quotation are 400,000 of 500f., or £20 each, making a share capital 
of £8,000,000 ; but there is a prior debenture charge of £4,000,000, 
with an additional amount of about £1,280,000 borrowed on the 
security of the shares of the Kedive of Eyypt, about three-cighths of 
the total. Last year also some years’ unpaid interest coupons on the 
shares were funded and are to be redecmed with iuterest out of future 
profits, but we do not know exactly what this charge amounts to. The 
Canal itself cust several millions more than the above sums to con- 
struct, or about £16,000,000 in all, the Egyptian Government having 
paid a large indemnity tv the Company when the latter surrendered 
some of those privileges originally granted, in which it was thought le 
the pulitical dangera which Lord Palmerstun sought to avoid.

Lieutenant-General Lemon, {|C.B., Royal Marine Light Infantry, 
died at Plymouth on the 22nd inst., in the sixty-eighth year of his age. 
He entered the service in 1829, and took part in the operations on the 
coast of Spain in 1834, and in the China expedition of 1842. During 
the China war in 1857 he commanded the provisional battalion of ma- 
rines before and at the storming of Canton. He was also in command 
of the 1st Marine Battalion at the attack and capture of the bridge and 
village of Shektsing in January, 1859, and subsequently assumed com- 
mand of the brigade of marines, which he commanded throughout the 
expedition to the North of China and at the attack on the Peiho forts, 
where he was severely wounded inthe head. The deccased officer be- 
came Major-General in 1865, and Lieutenant-General two years later. 
At the time of his death he was the senior officer of his rank. 


We hear from the Iron Duke, late flagship on the China station, that 
they expect to take a high place in the return of prize-firing for the 
year 1874, the practice having been exceptionally good. This system 
of prize fiiring undoubtedly works much benefit by stimulating a 
healthy competition between the ships of the fleet, and Captain Hood 
may congratulate himself on the success of the scheme as developed 
peated his guidance when holding the appointment of Director of Naval 
Ordnance. 


A supplementary navy estimate has been issued. The total amount 
of the estimate is £12,000, and the items are as follows :—Breaking-up 
ships, £3,000 ; awarded to officers and crew of H.M.S. Nassau, for ser- 
vices against pirates on the north-eas‘ coast of Sulu, £2,000 ; compen- 
sation to owners of vessels for damage done in collision with Her Ma- 
jesty’s ships, £7,000. 

The American House of Representatives has passed a Bill, authorising 
Lieutenant-Commander Frederick Pearson, U.S.N., to accept a decora- 
tion of Companion of the Military Division of the Order of the Bath 
tendered to him by the Queen for his courage in the attack upon the 
Japanese forts in September, 1864. 


Vice-Admiral Drummond, Commander of the Mediterranean Squadron, 
left Maltaon the 23rd _ult., to visit the extreme eastern limits of his 
station. He will go through the Suez Canal in the Helicon. 

Commander George Truman Morrell, on the retired list, has been 
awarded the lieutenant’s naval pension of £50 per annum, vacant by 
the recent death of reserved Commander John O. Freeland. 

The Royalist, which is being fitted at Chatham Dockyard as a survey- 
ing vessel, is to have a complement of 107 officers and men all told. 

A telegram from Yokohama announces the arrival of the Adventure 
on the 14th ult. to embark the Royal Marine battalion. 








LOSS OF THE STEAMER “HONG KONG.” 

The following telegram has been received at Lloyd's, dated Aden, 
February 26, 11 a.m.:—“ The Hong Kong, steamer, from London to 
Japan, struck on a sunken rock of Abdel Kuri and foundered. Second 
mate and eighteen of the crew took to the boats, were picked up, and 
brought here by the Tiara, steamer. Captain and seventeen of the 
crew left the vessel, and have not since been heard of. A lady and five 
children lost.” Messrs. Watts, Milburn, and Co. have also received 
from Messrs. James Burness and Son a telegram, despatched from 
Messrs. Luke, Thomas and Co., of Aden, in the following words :— 
“Inform owners immediately steamer Hong Kong struck sunken reef 
off Abdel Kuri Islands and foundered. ,Lady passenger, five children, 
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mate, chief and third steward, cook, fourth engineer, and butcher, 
drowned. Eighteen men arrived. Captain, 17 (second boat) missing.” 

The Hong Kong was an iron screw steamer, with “four bulkheads 
She was 290ft. long, 35ft. broad, und 25ft. deep, and was built in 167), 
Her gross tonnage was 1,881, her burden 2,800 tons She was classed 
Al at Llvyd’s, and fully insured. Her value is estimated at about 
£40,000, and she carried besides a valuable cargo. Her master was 
Captain W. G. Conley, who had, till he recently succeeced Captain 
Symmington, heen chief officer of the same vessel. The Hong Kong 
left Gravesend on January 24, and arrived at Port Said on Feb. 1(th. 
She left Port Said on the 11th, passed Suez on the 13th, and must then 
have made her passage down the Red Sea and passed the Bab-el-manie} 
Strait. The steamer was to touch firat at Penang, afterwards at Sinza- 
pore, then at Hong Kong, Yokohama, and Hiogo. The last point on 
the African coast she had to pass waa Cape Guardafui, between 
that promontory and the Island of Socotra, in latitude about 14 N,, 
longitude about 53 E., lie a number ofislands and rocks. It was here she 
struck, and it was not far from here that the same owners lost the 
Singapore in 1873. In the list of passengers published in our issue of 
25th Jan. occurs the name of Mrs. J. Walton, with five children. The 
other passengers were only three in number—namely, Mr. Goltding, 
Mr. E. B. Peterson, and Mr. H. J. Lorne. The first mate, who is de- 
scribed in the telegram as drowned, was Mr. F. L. Murphy. The five 
otheers who make up the total of 12 people known to have perished 
were E. Pitman, chief steward ; W. Phelps, third steward ; C. Stock- 
ting, the cook ; W. Smith, fourth engineer ; and the butcher. 

A telegram received this morning states that Captain Conley and 
seventeen of the crew have arrived at Aden in an open boat. 





REFRACTORY SEAMEN.—A few days since seven seamen belonging to 
the barque Bussorah, of Sunderland, bound to China with coals, re- 
fused duty when at sea, and compelled che captain to put back to 
Grimsby, alleging that the ship was unseaworthy. They were taken 
before the Grimsby magistrates, and it being shown that the ship was 
perfectly seaworthy, and the men still refusing to proceed to sea, they 
were committed for ten weeks with hard labour. 


In the House of Commons this evening Mr. Eustace Smith will ask 
the Postmaster-General if he can state to the House how often during 
the months of November and December the P. and O. Company deli- 
vered the outward mails at Bombay after the contract time. the amount 
of penalties to which they became liable, and whether it is his inten- 
tion to enfurce such penalties 


UNITED STATES. 


Mr. John Roach, the well-known shipbuilder, has protested against 
the cancellation of the contract of 1872 with the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Line. The protest is signed with his own name, and addressed to Con- 
gress. He says: ‘After searching enquiry, it appears almost certain 
that not one dollar ever went into the hands of a member of Congress.” 
He represents Irwin as extorting money from “a timid and anxious 
president of the company for a handful of adventurers. It does not 
appear that this wasting of moncy influenced a single vote. Neither 
the company, nor its present stockholders, nor the builders of their 
ships, should be held responsible.” He claims that vast advantage has 
accrued to the country from the appropriations fur the company, and 
advertises the ships which he has built. The cancellation of the con- 
tract will be a fatal blow to the credit of the company. It will leave 
the company many ships on hand, not adapted for any other use. It 
will stop American iron shipbuilding. The protest concludes: “ The 
undersigned, in behalf of himself and his workmen, earnestly prays 
that the ships which he is proud of having built in American ship- 
yards, of American material, and with American labour, may not, by 
the hasty action of Congress, be driven from under the American flag.” 

The House of Representatives has passed the Revenue Bill, increasing 
the whisky tax to 90c. per gallon, raising the duties on cigars and 
tobacco, increasing the sugar duties 25 per cent., and repealing the 10 
per cent. reduction made in 1872 in the tariff on manufactured goods. 
Tea and coffee remain untaxed. The Bill provides that the new rates 
shall not affect goods actually on shipboard bound to the United States 
on February 10. The Bill goes to the Senate. 





- MWonetary and Commercial. 





The report of the directors of the Submarine Telegraph Com- 
pany (Limited), presented to the proprietors at the meeting 02 
the 23rd ult., states that during the half-year ending 1874 the 
accidents to the eameay cables, and. the consequent cost of 
the ordinary repairs, have been less than usual. Notwithstand- 
ing the continued dulness in trade the receipts of the company 
have exceeded those of the corresponding six months of 1873, 
and enable the directors to recommend a dividend for the half- 
year ending 31st December, 1874, at the rate of 164 per cent. 
per annum, and add £2,287 15s. 9d. to the reserve fund. | 
- The report of the National Steamship Company (Limited), 
states that the serious falling off in traftic between this country 
and America accounts for the fact that the profit on the year's 
business is only £15,449. They have, however, been able to pay 
a dividend of 8 per cent. for the year. The sum of £70,000 has 
been taken from the insurance fund and placed to credit 0 
profit and loss to enable them to do this, and to add £32,224 to 
the depreciation fund. A balance of £3,962 has been carne 
forward on the profit and loss account, and the insurance fun 
balance stands at £101,946, as against £178,552 last year. 

The report of the International Bank of Hamburg and Lon- 
don for ate past year has been issued. The net profit amounts 
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to £78,356 33. lld., and a dividend is recommended at the rat 
of 9 per cent. per annum, £20,000 to be placed to the reserv 
fund, and £5,706 3s. lid. carried forward. 

Our advices from New York state that the long-talked-of 
opposition to the Pacific Mail Company's China line is at length 
a tixed fact, the contract between the hizh contracting parties 
having been signed by Vice-President U. P. Huntington, on 
behalf of the Central Pacific Railroad ; Sidney Dillon, for the 
Union Pacific Railroad ; and David D. Colton for the Occidental 
and Oriental Steamship Company. The Steamship Company is 
organised with a capital of $10,000,000, and by the terms of the 
contract the Pacific Railroads agree to raise $5,000,000, while 
General Colton, on behalf of his company, undertakes to furnish 
the remainder. In view of the consummation of the contract, 
the three White Star steamers, Oceanic, Belgic, and Gaelic, have 
been secured, and it is expected that they will soon be on their 
way to New York and China. Capt. George H. Bradbury, ex- 
President of the Pacific Mail Steamship Company, it is under- 
stood, will be the China agent of the company, while General 
Colton will administer the general affairs of the company from 
San Francisco. 

A meeting of merchants and others, Mr.J.G. Hubbard, M.P., 
in the chair, has been held at the Baltic, to take into con- 
sideration the present unsatisfactory forms of bills of lading. 
It was resolved, ‘“ That the special clauses introduced into bills of 
lading for the purpose of protecting shipowners from thedefaults 
and negligence of themselves and their servants, by relieving 
them from all responsibility which properly attaches to them as 
carriers, are unfair to merchants and contrary to public policy ;” 
and “ That a committee be appointed to obtain the assistance of 
members of Parliament, and to wait upon the President of the 
Board of ‘Trade to induce him to insert in the New Merchant 
Shipping Amendment Act a provision which shall render ino- 
perative such unreasonable clauses.” 

The Stock Exchange Committee have ordered the shares of 
the Suez Canal Company to be quoted in the official list. 

With reference to the deliveries of tea The Times prints the 
following :— 

The tea trade shows the usual tendency towards decrease which 
characterises the weeks intervening between the month of January— 
the period of highest pressure in the whole year—and the delivery of 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer’s Financial Statement. During the 
week which ended on the 20th of February the quantity of tea cleared 
from the bonded warehouses in London amounted to 3,068,195lb. This 
was less by 129,6091b. than that delivered during the previous week, 
which had itself shown a falling-off of upwards of half a million pounds, 
when compared with the week before. Of the quantity delivered last 
week, 2,023,3111b. were for home consumption, 249,241lb. for exporta- 
tion, 2,985lb. for stores, and 792,658lb. for removal to various outports, 
of which 77,191]b. were for immediate exportation. The tea duty paid 
in London last week amounted to £50,582 15s. 6d. 

The amount of bullion by the P. and O. Company’s steamer 
Peshawur, from Southampton on the 25th ult., was—in gold, to 
Aden, £1,500; to Galle, £1,365; in silver, to Hong Kong, 
£23,593 15s. ; to Shanghai, £12,700 ; totalin gold, £2,865 ; in 
silver, £36,293 15s. 

Thearrivalsof Bar Silver have been rather large ; they comprise 
£59,400 from New York and £74,250 per Jberia from the Pacific. 
A part of the former amount has been sold at 57 $d. per oz. ; 
the latter has not yet been sold. There have been noarrivals of 
Mexican Dollars, and we have therefore no business to report.

In other descriptions there has been no 
material alteration to notice. In the public sales the total quantity 
brought forward has been 24,192 packages, the whole of which have 
been sold without reserve.

LAUNCHES, &c. 

At Whiteinch, on the 23rd Feb., there was launched from the ship- 
building-yard of Messrs. Thos. Wingate and Co. a finely-modelled iron 
sailing ship, for Messrs. Thos. Skinner and Co.'s celebrated “ Castle” 
line, of the following dimensions :—Length, 250 feet, breadth, 40 feet ; 
depth of hold, 234 feet ; 1,923 tons B.M., and classed A 100 at Lloyd's. 
She is fitted with all recent improvements, including an Emerson and 
Walker's independent steam windlass, and large donkey engines for 
working the pumps and cargo gear, and otherwise economising manual 
labour, The poop is elegantly fitted up in polished maple and teak, 
and has accommodation for thirty cabin passengers, besides captain and 
officers. The ship was named the Culzeun Castle. Messrs. Wingate 
have a sister ship on the stocks for the same owners, to be named 
Brodick Castle, which will be launched in about a month. 

On the 24th inst. Messrs. John Elder and Co. launched from their 
building-yard at Fairfield a secrew-steamer of 573 tons B.M., of the fol- 
lowing dimensions :—Length between perpendiculars, 175ft. ; breadth, 
26ft. ; depth, 14ft. 10in. This vessel has been built to the order of the 
Nederlandsch-Indische Handelsbank, Amsterdam, for their East India 
trade. The engines, which are to be supplied by the same firm, are 
upon their compound principle, and of 75-horse power nominal, having 
two inverted cylinders (direct-acting), with all recent improvements. 
She was named the Egeron. 

THe Pyah Pekhet (str.), Captain A. Bowers, built for the Burma 
Steam Company, had her trial trip onthe 20th ult., when she attained 
a speed of 12 knots. She has since left Greenock for Penang, for ser- 
vice between that and the Siamese ports on the Burma side of the 
Malayan Peninsula. This is the second steamer for the above Com- 
pany despatched during the past month. 

AN inquiry relating to the loss of the ship Queen of the Colonies, 
from Java for England, near Brest, has been held at Greenwich Police- 
court, before Mr. Patteson, Magistrate, and Captains Harris and White, 
R.N., Nautical Assessors. Mr. Hargrave Hamel attended as counsel 
for the Board of Trade, and Mr. Wood Hill for the owners and cap- 
tain. The Court held that no blame attached to the master for the loas 
of the vessel, and returned him his certificate. 

Sinck the ill-fated steamer Chusan sank at the Crinan Rock she has 
formed a considerable obstruction to vessels entering Ardrossan har- 
bour. The wreck has been shifted some 300 yards towards the shore, 
and completely clear uf the harbour entrance, so that it will no longer 
prove a dangerous obstruction. At low water all parts of the hull will 
be easily got at, and temporary repairs effected. 

THE new screw steamship Salak, 1,100 tons, 180-horse power, cleared 
out at Glasgow on the 20th ult. for Batavia and Sourabaya, with a 
cargo of general goods. The Salak is the property of the Netherlands 
India Steam Navigation Company, and was built by Messrs, Caird, 
and Co., Greenock. She is sister to the Sindora, also built by Messrs. 
Caird and Co., and makes the fourth steamer built on Clyde for this 
fleet within five months. 

THE Board of Trade has suspended for three months the certificate 
of Kenneth Cameron, mate of the Elizibeth Childs, o f Sunderland, in 
consequence of his conviction by the Marine Magistrate of Singapore 
for a “ brutal assault” upon a seaman. 

The China Trans-Pacific Steamship Company’s steamer Vasco de 
Gama arrived at Yokohama on the 22nd ult. from San Francisco—all 
well—and will leave again for San Francisco on the 3rd inst. 





NOTICES TO MARINERS. 

China Sea.—Position of the Raglan Bank.—Information has been 
received through the French Government, that the vessel Jackmel has 
passed near a shoal, supposed to be the sane as that seen by the British 
ship Lady Raglan in 1858, in lat. 9 deg. 28 min. N., and lon. 109 deg. 
25 min. E., and subsequently unsuccessfully searched for by H.MLS. 
surveying ship Rifleman in the year 1863. The Jackmel passed close to 
the shoal, on which the sea was breaking heavily, and the position 
assigned to it by that vessel is lat. 9 deg. 24 min. N., lon. 109 deg. 
26 min. E. The position of this danger must be considered as approxi- 
inate, and caution is necessary when navigating near it.—Hydrographic 
Office, Admiralty, February, 1875.
